As far as the tuners or bridges with LED's go, just 
tune for a minimum and work the world. As long as the 
VSWR is less then about 2:1 no one will notice the 
difference anyway. The only exception may be that 
some of the higher powered rigs may start folding back 
on their power output due to SWR protection circuits 
at a VSWR as low as 1.5:1. This depends on how the 
protection circuit is adjusted internally. 


If it bothers you to not see the light go out maybe 
you could use your Autek Analyzer to verify that the 
VSWR is within exceptable limits. 


There is another possible reason for the light no 
going out. If the rig has any spurious output at 
frequencies somewhat removed from the desired 
frequency then the light may not go out. The reason 
for this is because at these spurious frequencies the 
VSWR may be higher. The has happened to me before 
when bringing my 38 Special to life.

Since I'm not prepared to do it I'll pass on what I would like to see in 
the way of an evaluation. My first observation is that is issue is not 
the loss in RG-174u itself but rather the relative losses between the 


various choices. For analysis purposes I'd restrict the universe to 
dipoles cut to length for the band of choice. As most use 20m and 7m I'd 
focus on those first. This is not to say other bands and antennas are not 
good choice just to focus the discussion. 


So what I'd like to see is the losses on 20 and 40 for a dipole fed with 


1. RG 8x 

2. RG-174u 

3. 300 ohm twin lead - including the losses from the tuner. I'd use the 
ZM-2 for this as that seems to be what most are using. 


I would do this for both 20 £t and 50 ft coax - twin lead. 


Then all we would need is the weight of the three systems - tuner, lead, 
and ant to make a choice.

Hello Rick, 


The key you described was widely manufactured in all parts of the British 
Empire during WW II, and that may have included Canada. I've used one for 
many years, mainly for portable but also at home. I replaced the ball knob 
with a navy-type knob because it feels better to me. Otherwise the key 
works great. Also added stick-on rubber feet. 


My key base engraving is: KEY WT8AMP No. 2. The underside of the base is 
marked W.E.R. 1940. 


About eight or so years ago a G-QRP member put a small notice in SPRAT that 
he was researching the key and asked for input from members and/or key 
collectors. I responded at the time (air mail in those days) and got a note 
back with detailed info on my key (very common), the variants and the 
numerous manufacturing locations. It's probably around here somewhere but 


after several moves in the last decade, who knows! <g> 


Suggesting you put a short note on G-QRP-L and inquire. Might lead you to 
the right answer fairly quickly.

Hi All, 


I began this kit as a way to offer my QRP Club a building project. I made 20 
or so up and they went like hot cakes! Bob WB8U0J helped with the layout and 
got one of the prototypes. This rig is a SUPER intro to Manhattan Style 
construction which Chuck Adams K7Q0O (Excellent comprehensive article in last 
issue of QRP HOMEBREWER), Jim Kortge K8IQY (2n2/40 design winner, 2n2/15 and 
others on the way), and George Heron N2APB (Snap and SMK-1 Enclosure) have 
recently brought to the masses! 


The response from the list has certainly overwhelmed me! Our club may take 
this on as a project and more info will be coming out soon. (We are working 
to enhance the capabilities of the basic rig and keep the parts cheap!) 


The kit is a combination of the Tuna Tin 2 and the MRX receiver, with an 
"Info-Manual" to guide you. Dave Meacham W6EMD, Dave Fifield AD6A, and Doug 
Hendricks KI6DS did all the design and production work on this version of 
Doug DeMaw's W1FB Tuna Tin rig and Steve Bornstein's K8IDN MRX receiver.

this same rig in a surface mount version, the SMK-1, as a "warm up" to 
surface mount construction. I just took the schematic, did a simple parts 
layout and ordered "traditional" parts for a Manhattan version.

I can't answer most of that, but I have some of those keys and they are quite 
well made. All of the ones I got needed some cleaning, and it took some 
pounding to get them apart. The pivit pin (1/8" diameter) is made of steel 
and was rusted in place. It gave a mushy feel to the key. After loosening the 
screw that secures it in place, I had to use a drive pin (a nail, flattened 


on the end, a hair smaller than the pivot pin, would also work) to get it 
free. I cleaned it on a wire wheel and cleaned the contacts inside. The wire 
that goes from the arm to the base was loose where it connects to the 
terminals and without going inside the key, I would have had iffy connections 
and mass frustration. 2 of my 3 keys exhibited that loose connection and all 
3 had rusted and mushy pivot pins. 

Having said all that, I would not hesitate to get those keys. They are 
still a good buy at what, $22? Just don't expect to use them, right out of 
the box. Now, maybe I just got a bad batch. I'm quite happy with them, now.

Request first, then I'll rant: 


I'd like to build a full-wave loop for 50 MHz, and a "squalo" antenna 
(hopefully dual-band) for 2m/440. Only this week I learned that a direct= 
fed 

loop requires a 1/4 wave matching stub of 75 ohm coax! Still haven't = 
been 

able to figure out how to do it mechanically, though. Any help is 
appreciated. 


Now the rant: 


=46o0lks, we need a good basic antenna primer! I have the ARRL handbook, = 
the 

ARRL antenna book, both pretty recent and both on CD ROM. If you want = 
100 

ways to build a multi-element yagi, or to shunt-feed a tower on 160, = 
there are 

plenty of options. But something simple ... Perhaps WB2VUO (who has an 
excellent collection of stuff on several web pages) or WARNL (resident = 
antenna 

philosopher) can point me/us in the right direction. 


I'm looking for plans to build a Square Halo (I'm told at one time they = 
were 

called "Squalo" adn manufactured by Cushcraft) for 50MHz and 144 MHz. = 
Having 

recently acquired an IC-706MkIIG, I want to access the multi-mode VHF 
capability. To do this, I need a horizontally polarized, compact = 
solution. I 

live in an apartment, and beams aren't an option for me. 


I tried to construct a loop for 50MHz. Spent the better part of last = 

weekend 

wondering why the formula "1005/f" wasn't producing a resonant antenna. 

The 

antenna handbook (I have the CD ROM version) tells us a 1-wavelength loop 
has 

a radiation resistance of 100 ohms. But it also states the antenna = 


should be 

resonant "at operating frequencies below 30 MHz, where the conductor = 
length to 

diameter ratio is large." We then move into page upon page of small loop 
(less than 0.1 wavelength) discussion, before returning to a large loop, = 

the 

"Skywire". Here, we're simply told that direct feed is fine, and if it = 

won't 

match, use a transmatch. (normally, this is EXACTLY what I would do, but= 
at 

50 MHz my tuner won't work). Finally when we get to the 7 MHz full wave = 
loop, 

we're told (finally) of the need for a matching section! 1/4 electrical 

wavelength of 75 ohm coax. There is no indication of how the match works= 
like what the estimated impedence of the antenna might be. If the 100 = 
ohms 

from the other discussion is still true, this appears to be a 2:1 balun. 
Unfortunately, there is no discussion of mechanical contstruction of the 

matching section, nor of the electrical theory. Then the book begins to 

discuss a compact receiving loop for 160 m. 


I'm sorry -- I expected to be able to use the antenna book as a = 
reference. 

It's extremely short on basic concepts (building blocks) and more focused= 
on 

plans for specific-use antennas. I know what I'm asking is perhaps = 

difficult, 

but I need a good reference to provide some building blocks and formulas = 
and 

mechanical techniques that I can cobble together to meet my needs. 


More and more I suspect the manufacturers are correct -- antennas = 
restrictions 

are the biggest impediment to Amateur Radio growth. With more of us in 
apartments/condos/restricted areas, operating becomes more and more 
challenging. I'd like to challenge the ARRL (and other publishers) to = 
develop 

publications that address the need for compact, and hidden, solutions. 


Something besides a flagpole, please. :) While certainly interesting, = 
it 
still requires something that many of us don't have -- real estate! 


OK, gang. Where are the basic "building block" sources of antenna = 
wisdom?
